Valuable Things Given away at Coronations. 


THERE are few people who have any notion of how 
many valuable things of one sort or another have to be 
given away by the monarch of this realm at the time of 
his or her coronation, or that a certain sum of money 
must be paid to the particular person who has the law- 
ful right (according to established usage) of receiving 
such articles. 

The Lord Great Chamberlain seems to come first 
among the many fortunate recipients of valuable things 
of this kind. He can, by virtue of his official position, 
claim the apparel worn by the King, on the eve of the 
coronation, and also the furniture of the room in which 
His Majesty slept on the night preceding the ceremony. 
As if these perquisites, which may run from £50 to 
anything touching some thousands of pounds, are not 
sufficient to satisfy the Lord Great Chamberlain, invari- 
able custom has declared that he has a right to forty 
yards of crimson velvet in addition.

WHEN DUCHESSES “CAMPED OUT.” 


Free Fights and Struggies at English Coronations. 


Cranes I. had a unique feature at his coronation, 

which led to much pushing and crushing that ended in 
innumerable factions and struggles between the crowd 
and the guardians of the peace of those days. He 
refused to wear the usual purple, and resolved to have 
as his attire on that great day nothing but white gar- 
ments and robes. This was quite a novelty, since all 
former coronations at Westminster had seen the sove- 
reign arrayed in purple and gold. Charles’ subjects 
came in great crowds to see the novelty; the police 
and soldiers on guard did not relish the unexpected 
attentions they got, and many fracas, some serious, were 
the result. 
; There was much breaking of heads and much tread- 
ing upon toes when Edward III.’s coronation occurred. 
It may be remembered that his father Edward II. had 
been deposed and was in prison. But there were many 
subjects who still looked upon him as the king, and who 
opposed entirely this new coronation of his son during 
the father’s lifetime. 

Not only in the streets were there great faction fights, 
but, at the very ceremony of crowning, the Archbishop 
of York, and several bishops got up and publicly pro- 
tested against the rite being performed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, urging that the real king yet 
lived in the person of Edward II; Naturally, these 
objections caused a tremendous sensation and stir 
amongst the peers assembled at the coronation, and 
more than once it looked as if a fierce fight would break 
out in Westminster Abbey itself. Finally, however, 
the ceremony went on, the prelate of York and his 
-_— simply “washing their hands” of the whole 

air. 

Had it not been for his good and faithful guards, 
there can be little doubt that violent hands se have 
been laid ote Henry IV., the great Bolingbroke, as 
he passed along Whitehall to the Abbey on coronation 
day. For the avernge Englishman regarded him as a 
usurper, and even his own supporters found a hard 
nut to crack in the fact that he had caused Richard II. 
to be put to death. | 

There were shouts of “ Usurper!” from more than 
one throat, as he rode along, but Henry Bolingbroke 
was not the man to stand any “ nonsense,” and fe had 
provided for such. The prisons were soon acquainted 
with those who had dared utter their objections to 


m. 
Similar shouts, and no small amount of fierce fighting 
took place between partisans when William III. an 
Mary went to be crowned. The adherents of the Stuart, 
James II., were many and powerful, and they made 
their voices and noise heard to some tune. Fists were 
freely used, and a prod from a Dutch bayonet did not 
serve to allay the ordi Englishman’s feelings who 
swore by the Stuarts, and was watching a Dutchman 
on his wer be ‘crowned op of England! The whole 
day saw London in a state of restrained flame. This 
e burst out in one or two places somewhat seriously, 
but was put down by the soldiery without mercy. 
Many curious incidents of el and pushing are 
current about the coronation of ge IV. So great 
had been the rush of peeresses to the best seats in 
the space allotted to them in the Abbey that many of 
them, like first-nighters at a new play, came early the 
previous evening, stayed overnight outside the 


Duchesses and their friends slept there on rugs and 

jillows Ferg by themselves in the grounds about 
Dean's ard, and one private letter from a peer of the 
time mentions the “ tremendous noise and annoyance 
caused by Lady G——, owing to her deep and persis- 
tent snoring throughout the ( bemges part of the night, 
whilst sleeping outside the Abbey.” 

Queen Victoria’s coronation was notable for a mure 
good-humoured kind of fight than had taken place at 
many previous ones.
